IONDON, March l.—General Roberts will 


have, by the lime he arrives at Natal, a force 
of 30,000 men. Detailed accounts received to. 
day render it c«iam that the British were 
driven from Spitikop because, they were fairly 
beaten. The fight ended in a rout. The most 
moderate estimate places the losses at 300 
killed and wounded; the latter say they were 
exposed to a heavy rain from Sunday afteitioon 
till early Monday moining. A correspopd'*"' 
with Collet's force at Spiizkop gives the fol- 
lowing account ot the engagement: Spitckop is 
about 2,coo yards fruui the Boers' position. 
T«o companies were Jell-at the bat of-the 
hill, while die-punalnder of the troops toiled 
up the hill, which is v«j stetp. The difficult 
ascent was made on hands and knees, and it 
was impossible to c»uj up even mountain 
guns; had we had those, the result might have 
.been difteicnt. The whole force reached the 
surnmit be'orc daylight, and at five o'clock 
firing began.

It is d re- 
markable fact, which 1 have found in the 
ancient town records of Kingston, that this 
man Peter served as a soldier in the revo- 
lution, and that Col. Bartlett, his owner, 
for Peterwas a slave, received, by a formal 
vote of Kingston, the pay /or his slave's 
service as a soldier. 


The Colonel Uartlett here spoken of vfas* 


none other than the honored Josiah Bart' 
lett, signer of the declaration of independ- 
ence, who spent most ol his active, useful 
life here, and whose rernains were laid in 
the old graveyard of this town 
lohn 


Huntoon, John Calef and Daniel Colcord, 
whose names also appear on the docu- 
ment, were among the most honored ot 
the early citizens of Kingston. 1 he Hun- 
toons emigrated early to the upper part of 
the state. There are none of that name 
now living in Kingston. 'I hey were a 
very tall race of men. My father, who 
knew SP_me_of them, has often spoken 
to 
me 
of 
their 
Imposing personal 


appearance; and I heard Daniel Web- 
ster, who knew quite intimately some of 
the tall Iluntoons, speaks also of thtir 
splendid bearing. There areCalefs still 
in this vicinity. They bear an honored 
name. The Daniel Colcord ot the docu- 
ment was an ancestor of the present able 
president of Dartmouth College, the Rev. 
Dr. Doctor Samuel Colcord Bartlett. HIS 
honored forefather was a leading and most 
able citizen; but he could not spell quite 
as well as a Dartrnouth graduate otto- 
day. 
'Ibis old paper is interesting in an- 


other respect. It gives a curious insight 
into an old-time interior, for some articles 
here listed were evidently, for some rea- 
son or other taken from some house of a 
hundred years agu and placed-under Mr. 
Sanborn's barn. Why the 
"Widow 


Ruth Chase" set up her house-keeping or 
somebody else's house-keeping in this 
place is one of those things "no frller will 
ever be able to find out." 


Neither shall'we ever be able to find out 


what disposition was made ot the things 
after "Widow Chace had personally said 
she put them under the barn." There are 
some things on the list which need no ex- 
planation, though the spelling is a little 
crooked.
